Judge jails chemist oyer DeVoe-Holbein affair

Former McGill employee Dr. Chung Fai Yam's at- 
tempt to prove he invented the crucial process in an in- 
vention now being marketed by two McGill professors, 
ended when two armed guards walked into a Québec 
Superior Courtroom Friday. 

At Justice Roland Durand's order, they arrested 
Yam and took him to jail. 



Yam was convicted on two 
charges of contempt. First, for 
refusing to give the court all the 
documents he held pertaining to 
the invention as specified in a 
November 25 th court injunction 
filed by the two professors, and 
secondly for playing a tape con- 
taining confidential informa- 
tion to Gazette journalist David 
Wimhurst. 

Yam win get out of jail in 14 
days, but must pay a further 
$2500 fine. If he does not pay 
Within 45 days he must serve an 
additional 14 days. 

The judge also advised 
lawyers for McGill professors 
Irving DeVoe and Bruce Hol- 
bein to draw up a contempt of 
court citation for Wimhurst. 

Durand's ruling upholds the 
professors claim that they are 
the sole owners of two inven- 
tions for which they have filed 
patent applications. As such, it 
upholds the professors' injunc- 
tion, preventing Yam from 
revealing "by any mean what- 
soever" any information he has 
concerning the inventions, and 
restrains him from applying for 
"any patent whatsoever in any 
country." 

Durand ordered Yam to pick 
up all court costs from the 
16-day trial, except seven days, 
which he ordered Yam's lawyer 
William Miller to pay himself 
without charging his client, say- 
ing Miller smglehandedly pro- 
longed the trial by at least 10 
days. 

. Allen Add, a lawyer at 
Miller, Green and Associates, 
Miller's law firm, said they plan 
to appeal both the contempt 
and the injunction judgements. 
The appeal of the contempt rul- 
ing will immediately free Yam 
from jail. 

In an interview after the 
rendering of the judgement, 
Add said "the whole process 
was a gross abuse of procedure. 
Yam was denied a fair opppor- 
tunity to defend himself." 

Adel thinks the appeal can be 
overturned solely because the 
judge violated the principle that 
both sides have the right to be 
heard. 

Durand told Yam "I'm sen- 
ding a copy of this judgement to 
the Attorney General, sug- 
gesting he charge you with per- 
jury and giving contradictory 
evidence." In his ruling in 
favour of the two professors, 
Durand said they had clearly 
niade the invention before they 
{"to Yam. He also said Yam 
1 away all his rights to 



the invention in a two line 
agreement the chemist signed 
when he was hired. The' agree- 
ment restricts Yam, Durand 
said, from telling anyone about 
the invention or filing for 
patents for any inventions he 
made while in the professors' 
employ. 

However, Durand said, "It is 
clearly established Yam disclos- 
ed confidential information to 
(Gazette reporter) David 
Wimhurst. After that be had an 
interveiw with two McGill Daily 
reporters where he disclosed 
confidential information.*' 

During the trail, Durand said. 
Yam acted "Maliciously and 
contradictory" and told fies. 
"Yam failed in his attempt at 
character assasbation of the 
two professors," Durand said. 

On the other hand, Durand 
said DeVoc-Holbein's * 
lawyers Hughes Richard and M. 
Carrière, presented their case

McGill. to vote on military ban

This week, McGfll students will be asked to approve a ban on all forms of military research at 
McGill. Even if the ban passes, the university administration would have to comply before any 
action would be taken. 

This year, McGill scientists wffl receive a total of $1,149.012 for research from military 
sources. Most of the money is from the Canadian Department of National Defense (DND). One 
contract is being paid by the US Air Force and another by the US Army. 
It is unclear whether the research will be used for military purposes in every case. A ban on

ment of mobility models that 
will reliably predict the perfor- 
mances of military land vehicles 
in regions of interest to Cana- 
dian Armed Forces." 

Parry refused to comment on 
the applications of the research. 

The contract explains that 
previous North American Trea- 
ty Organisation (NATO) studies 
of this kind focussed on tropical 
and " temperate zones of the 
world. Little or no research has 
been done on arctic and subarc- 
tic regions typical of Canada. 

The contract calls for the 
study of terrain in Canadian 
Forces base Camp Petawawa in 
Northern Ontario and Shefferf- 
yille, in northern Québec. Shef- 
ferville, according to the con- 
tract, is "a region identified 
with previous on-going research 
studies by McGill University at 
the McGill Subarctic Research 
Station." 

The contract also requires 
study of the terrain near Trom- 
sd, Norway. 

Engineer gets million dollar 
contracts 

Civil Engineering Professor 
Raymond Yong, Director of the 
McGill Geo-Technical Research 
Centre, has received $1,117,361 
in research contracts from the 
Department of National 
Defence(DND) between 1974 
and 1982. 

The first contract had the ti- 
tle: "Continuation of 
studies in the physics of terrain- 
vehicle wheel interaction 
($24,948); and the last: 
"Development of traction 
mechanics computer models 
that- will aid in evaluating the 
off-road mobility of wheeled 
vehicles ($427,392). 

When contacted for comment 
by the Daily, Dr. Yong's 
secretary said: " Dr. Yong 
wishes to inform you that he 
will make no comments either 
to the national Press or to the 
Daily".

Ethnocentric vlewt on 
Female Glrcumcliton 
To Thl Dally: 

I would like to express my dissatisfaction 
with the ethnocentric Idiom within which 
Ms. Leela MadhavaRau'santl-patrlarchlallst 
appraisal of female circumcision was phras- 
ed (20th Febuaty). Although I find all forms 
ol sexual mutilation disgusting, It seems to 
me that expressions ol anger, although 
quite acceptable according to the Western 
feminist tradition, are not amenable, ethical- 
ly speaking, to the practice of cross-cultural 
examination. Instead efforts should be 
dlreded at an understanding of the sodal 
and cultural determinants of such traditions, 
especially when lhey are In disagreement 
with Western values and aesthetic tradi- 
tions, and when they are foreign to the basis 
of occidental feminism. - 

Appraisals in a spirit of cultural relativism 
(II any truly exists, that is), should go 
beyond gross allusions to cultural non- 
enllghlment and Ignorance, as was seen In 
the reference made to "...the pretext ol 
adhérante to religious principles..." on the 
part of those Muslims who support the prac- 
tice of female circumcision. . 

If, as women, we are truly concerned with, 
the plight of the oppressed, we might do 
well to consider that ol those cultures which 
lace various forms of abuse from the West. 
Although feminism, as a Western ideology, 
might fare well in a Western context, Its 
reference might not be directly fell in the 
context of other cultures. That Is to say the 
cross-cultural transposition ol female anger 
at the Injustices ol the patriarchal system 
should be avoided so that 'womyn' in the 
West do not become a pari of cross-cultural 
oppression. 

To claim that the women of Africa, or the 
rest ol the "tiers monde", need the 
guidance (which Is here clearly patrlarchlal) 
ol their Western "allies". In expressing 
dissatisfaction with their own cultural mores 
and values. Is a fiBicy. Before such en- 
couragements can be made by "womyn" in 
the West, an understanding of the cultural 
relevance of such "undesirable" practices, 
as defined In the West, should be acquired. 

There are women In Africa and elsewhere 
who strongly encourage circumcision: It Is 
part of their Identity as women In the context 
of their communities, and it could, 
(should?) even become a symbol of anil- 
westernlsmr 

II the Western feminist tradition Is to voice 
its discontent with the Male Establishment, 
and if it seeks to reduce bias for all that it 
implies, sexist and cultural, It might do well 
to consider the ethnocentric basis ol its own 
Ideological premises, so that discontent, 
finally, can be voiced from below.

This year, I shall complete three years ol 
undergraduate education at McGIII. I have 
become quite familiar with the student com- 
munity, primarily by serving students as a 
waitress and security guard during the past 
6 terms. Perhaps because ol my sentimental 
nature, more so because I am frustrated by 
what I currently observe, i would like to 



share some reflections about McGIII. her 
students and activities. 

Undoubtedly, the people who attend this 
institution are diverse: Gay. straight, black, 
while, good tippers and bad tippers. But un- 
fortunately, like the categories that con- 
stitute the previous sentence, many 
students can only understand phenomena In 
terms of polar extremes; shades of grey wilt 
never represent McGIII or its mentality. 

Two presences have become increasingly 
apparent In the past few years; those of the 
gay and right-wing communities. It is in- 
teresting to think that they have existed lor a 
while; it Is more significant thay have 
become so vocal. Bui how regrettable that 
the conservatives are developing In opposi- 
tion to the minority group. 

As Is well known, the first issue ol the 
McGIII Magazine presented the cover of last 
year's Dally Gay and Lesbian Issue, with the 
question "What are you going to do about 
It?" 

At the time It may have been intended to 
question Ihe quality, or perceived lack of 
Daily journalism. In actuality, it legitimized 
Gay complaints. The cover was concrete 
proof of the oppression and homophobia 
which Gays regularity endure. 

The last Issue ol the Mcgill Magazine con- 
tained an article designed to encourage 
students to oppose the Dally. A Dally logo 
was attached — the one from the gay and 
lesbian Issue. Once again, the Gay com- 
munity was vindicated at the same time as 
the Dally. It is hard to believe that this was 
mere oversight. In fad, it Indicates biased, 
prejudiced and Intolerant reporting. The 
"and" mentality Is becoming very tiring. 

A referendum may soon be held on 
whether lees to the Dally should continue to 
be mandatory. II such aid Is withdrawn, the 
ability of your paper to continue will be 
seriously undermined. Theoretically, the 
McGill Magazine should come out In support 
of your paper. Frum and Company wish to 
uphold McGill traditions and surely the Dally 
constitutes that category. 

Finally, I only wish more students would 
become Involved In the issues that affect 
them. How distasteful to think that tradi- 
tional student apathy is preferable to the 
belligerence and Intolerance currently 
mounting.

Why pay $1.00 more next year to pick up The McGill 
Daily anyway? Why is every group on campus asking for 
more student money? 

Daily Publications Society fees, the student levy payable to the publishers of 
the newspaper, have not risen since 1981. Costs have. 

It costs 52 per cent more to print the Daily than it did then, although the 
newspaper is publishing fewer editions annually than in .1981. Needed materials 
are priced IS per cent higher than they were three years ago. Revenue from cam- 
pus advertising has decreased 8.5 per cent since '81. These are just a few of the 
factors contributing to spiralling costs. 

The Daily has tried every means possible to get the money somewhere other 
than students' wallets. Doubling the advertising sales effort, operating a commer- 
cial typesetting shop, launching a fundraising drive: all were attempts to raise 
money outside the McGill campus. 

Cutbacks that started to reduce administrative costs, have now extended to the 
newspaper itself. This means a decrease in services to students. 

Editions carry as much advertising material as editorial copy. An average Daily 
has fewer pages than in past years, and comes out less often than it did before. 
There is less space available for commentary from students-at- large — less room 
for letters, Hyde Parks, and announcements. Cartoons, graphics, and photos are 
hard to include in a newspaper when they have to be squeezed in among the ads. 

It's pretty disheartening to publish little more than an ad rag for general stu- 
dent distribution. But there is little choice. If the newspaper doesn't receive more 
money, then its quality can only decline. Appealing to students to pay $1 .00 more 
a year for the newspaper is our last resort. If you don't like the newspaper, this 
might not concern you. But it's impossible to expect a newspaper that is con- 
tinually scrounging for money to produce something worthwhile. Withholding 
fees from the Daily will not ensure that you can see the things you want to read in 
the paper. All it means is that you will pay the same fee as this year, and receive 
less. 

If you don't agree with the Daily's editorial stance much of the time, consider 
the other services the newspaper offers: more campus news this year than ever 
before, guaranteed publication of letters. Todays, Hyde Parks, classified ads and 
discount advertising rates so student groups can afford to publicize events. 

Without a financially healthy, regular newspaper, students will have no way of 
knowing what is going on at McGill. A thriving student paper is an integral part 
of any campus. 

The McGill Daily also offers guarantees that the increased funding it receives 
from students will not be frittered away. Audited financial statements are 
published each fall. Four student representatives to the Society Board of Direc- 
tors elected in a campus-wide vote ensure that student money is being guarded by 
other students. Questions about the finances of the newspaper can also be 
directed to the student representatives. 

The student newspaper will only suffer next year without increased funding. 
Individually, you're only being asked for a buck. Together, the increased con- 
tributions mean that students next year can look forward to a better newspaper. 
Vote YES for the $1.00 increase on March 6 and 7.

The Daily Publications Society is the publisher of The McGill Daily. Full time 
undergraduate students (except for those in the faculties of Law, Medicine, and 
Dentistry) presently pay $5.70 each academic year to the Daily Publications 
Society. Full time graduate students and students in- the faculties of Law, 
Medicine, and Dentistry pay S3. 50 a year to the Daily Publications Society. Part 
time students, graduate and undergraduate, pay $2.40 annually. 

A costly move to join RAEU 

Students should think about which organization to join 

Last year, McGill students passed a referendum to join L'Association Nationale 
des Etudients-es du Québec for a one year trail period. However, the referendum 
was not binding. 

This years Vice President External, Patrick Gagnon, made minimal efforts to at- 
tend ANEQ meetings and contributed nothing to the organization. Nor did he 
make any attempts to inform students of the issues involved in external affairs. 
Further, he decided mid-year he preferred the alternative organization RAEU and 
would support a referendum to join that organization. 

There are three important reasons to oppose this referendum 

I. The question is unfair. Students cannot be asked to make such an important' 
decision when the Student Society has made no attempt to keep them informed on 
the issues involved or even the structural and political differences of the organiza- 
tions. 

II. The referendum involves a large financial commitment — Sl.OO per student 
per semester (full or part-time) — or $42,000. This is top large a sum for students 
to blindly hand over to any external organization. Moreover, we have no checks on 
how that money would be spent. 

III. McGill's role in the Québec student movement for the past three years has 
been marginal at best. The McGill Students' Society should take at least one year 
to sit out, unaffiliated, to re-evaluate the direction the movement is going and the 
role it wants to play in it. Then we will be able to make an informed, well thought 
out decision on which organization to commit ourseli

On March 6 and 7 there will be a 
referendum to ban military research 
from McGill. What's wrong with 
military research? It fads the arms race, 
it drains money and expertise from 
research which would serve human 
needs, and it slows the progress of 
science as a whole. 

Lord SoOy Zockerman, top scientific 
advisor to five consecutive British Prime 
Ministers, is one of many who believe 
that is the srirnrtsts waking on military 
research who are the real driving force 
of the arms race. The development of a 
new weapon has several «*» çr r research, 
development, testing, production and 
finally deployment. The new generation 
of destabilizing w eapons being conceiv- 
ed in laboratories today win greatly 
undermine international security in the 
near future. If we are to end the arms 
race before it ends us, we must deprive 
the arms race of the oxygen on which it 
feeds: military research. 

Almost half of U.S. scientists and 
engineers are employed by the U.S. 
military co mp lex. 70 percent of the 1984 
U.S. Research and Development budget 
will go towards military projects. 
Worldwide the proportion is 40 per cent. 
But the total amount spent on medical 
research is only 20 per cent of that spent 
on military research. The strain this 
places on world r e sour ces is enormous. 
Other applications of «r*mcr are both 
more useful and bring far greater 
economic benefits than military 
research. A 1983 study by the U.S. 



Council on Economic Priorities con- 
cluded that military spending was chan- 
neling research into areas that "have few 
commercial applications." The channel- 
ing effect is a serious drain on the 
development of other areas of 
technology related directly to human 
needs— energy, pollution control, 
agriculture, clean water, etc Many of 
these areas would employ the same types 
of scientists and engineers that are now 
involved in military research. 

The involvement of science with the 
military is also harming science itself. 
Military research places very little em- 
phasis on basic science, and the growing 
dependence of scientific programmes on 
military funds eventually slows the pro- 
gress of science. Many of the important 
qualities associated with the develop- 
ment of science are hampered by the 
secret nature of military research: open- 
ness, freedom of enquiry and freedom to 
publish, and international cooperation. 

Scientists must accept that their work 
carries with it moral and social respon- 
sibility. It is not valid to argue that if 
military research were not done here it 
would be done elsewhere. This argument 
is equivalent to saying that one may as 
well dump garbage on the floor because 
someone else will anyway. Students 
should participate actively in policy- 
making at McGill and should use our in- 
fluence to help put an end to the further- 
ing of the arms race, right here at our 
university.

Students' lack of confidence in the 
MSS and its poor image among students 
is the main theme running through Andy 
Chema's campaign. 
Cherna cited several reasons for this. 
"I don't think there is enough time 
for office hours to field complaints. 
Also there must be an opener policy. 
The Society must make an effort to com- 
municate with students; it is makes a 
deal with the administration or an out- 
side organisation, students should be in- 
formed," he said. 

Chema was unsure on what the pro- 
posed amendments to the Constitution 
were. "I haven't really looked too much 
at the Constitution — in terms of the 
amendments. I gather S.I.R. is students* 
right to make an amendment (to the 
Constitution) if they get enough 
signatures." Cherna was not familiar 
with the other proposed changes. 

Cherna supports the referendum for 
increased MSS fees. He sees the loss on 
Feb. 16 proving that "the whole system 
js not working properly due to lack of 
information. It was also poorly 
planned." 

Clubs will' be protected from the 
threatened cuts if the fee increase is not 
approved, according to Cherna. "I 
think a lot of club cutbacks have been 
overemphasized. I think the ten dollars 
here and ten dollars there has just in- 
creased bureaucracy. Expansion of the 
business operations would have to be a 
lot less reckless. The profitability of cer- 
tain areas has to be examined." 

Regarding the other referenda ques- 
tions, Cherna has not taken definitive 
positions. 

To the RAEU question, Cherna 
answered, "I stand neutral on that — we 
need to be part of an organisation, but I 
question it (the referendum) being 
presented to students without enough in- 
formation." 

He was also uncertain about the ques- 
tion of ending military research at 
McGill. "It's an unsure no. As an 
engineer, I know we would have a lot to 
Jose. I think the term 'military research' 
a ambiguous. Again, I'm wishy-washy 
on this."

This year has seen the president of the McGill Students' Society (MSS) vir- 
tually take over every aspect of its operations. Over the past month, all decisions 
have been made by the Executive Committee, consisting of the president, the 
four Vice Presidents, and the Executive Director as a non-voting member. 

Candidates for this potentially, and this year actually, all-powerful position 
were questioned by the twenty-two students at the open meeting held on Friday. 

All four agreed that the taking over of power by the president and the subse- 
quent lack of communication between the Council and students were the largest 
problems. 

Other major issues were the proposed constitutional amendments which in- 
clude the draft for a Student Initiated Referendum (S.I.R.). Currently, students 
have no recourse on decisions made by Council or on reprimanding counsellors 
who have been remiss in their duties. 



Steven Matthews has been on Council 
for 3 years and has run for president 
twice. 

Matthews has been on the Constitu- 
tion Committee of the Students' Council 
for the past two years and was chairper- 
son this year, so he says, "I obviously 
have an interest in seeing it (Constitu- 
tional Amendments) passed." He would 
like to see it on next October's ballot. 

Having been on the Executive Com- 
mittee this year as Vice President, 
University Affairs, he has seen it take 
over much of Council's decision-making 
through the usurption of power by the 
president. He says he would like to see 
that power return to council. 

"As much as possible, I would prefer 
to keep things in Council. If they (the 
Executive Committee) are doing the 
right things, they would be doing 
strategy and planning — not decision- 
making. 

"You need a Council that is informed 

— that knows what's really going on, 
that knows what acceptable practice is." 

According to Matthews, "the pro- 
blem arises when the president steps into 
every Vice Presidential area. You have 
to prevent this by making sure they are 
doing their jobs." 

Matthews agrees with the other can- 
didates that the major problem of the 
society is communication. "There is a 
whole secretive attitude among the coun- 
cil. It's just so wrong.". 

No matter what the financial situation 
is next year, Matthews intends to keep 
the, Union Building open. "What the 
MSS offers is done through its building 

— it's the base element." 

As well, clubs should have more im- 
put on funding allocations whether they 
are to receive more money or less. 





Grace Per maul believes the biggest 
problem with the current executive of 
the MSS is that they've become so ent- 
wined in r unning this multi-million 
dollar corporation that they've forgot- 
ten they are responsible to students. 

"It's this entire attitude that has 
alienated students." 

Permaul would like to institute a 
review committee which would evaluate 
the president's performance in the mid- 
dle of the year. She also wants to see a 
.better grievence system, such as a 
grievence committee, established for 
students. 

Permaul supports S.I.R., but feds "at 
the last meeting it seemed like a ploy to 
get the fee increase and not a belief in 
the principle." 

However, she believes that a review 
board would have to be established to 
review questions, "otherwise groups 
could use it for any problem they had 
with the MSS." 
j The fee hike is a necessity according to 
Permaul, "but students want to know 
first, where the deficit came from, and 
then, where the money is going." 

"The MSS should take on fundraising 
and encourage the involvement of 
management students t get new insight 
on the problem." 

Permaul would like to see Council 
take on more political issues. "By 
eliminating political issues, the MSS has 
come to be seen only as a huge corpora- 
tion. And this means that we are not be- 
ing represented to the administration on 
issues of direct concern to us. The stu- 
dent body can be pushed aside when 
these issues are being addressed. 

"If you are apolitical, you are just be- 
ing wishy-washy. It's always safer to be 
neutral but : you don't accomplish 
anything." 



Todd Kasenberg has a unique pro- 
gramme he would like to see im- 
plemented; he calls it ROAR — Return 
Of Administrative Responsibility. 

According to Kasenberg, "We need 
people to stir up some shit and I think 
some of my policies will make the 
university shake." 

Kasenburg had a lot of experience 
dealing with the MSS as editor of the 
Tribune until the present council fired 
him in January. 

"I think the biggest problem is that it 
(the Council) has been unable to com- 
municate with students; we have to get a 
dialogue going." 

For Kasenberg the Tribune is part of 
problem. "The Tribune has been a com- 
lete failure in its original goal in com- 
municating with students." In fact, 
Kasenberg would like to see the Tribune 
discontinued. 

ROAR, according to Kasenberg "is a 
business-oriented approach" to the pro- 
blem of MSS finances. Kasenberg envi- 
sions restructuring the inside of the 
Union Building to accommodate small 
businesses "that would profit from a 
student clientele." The MSS would 
make money from the room rentals. 

Kasenberg concedes that this would 
take several years to implement, but says 
it has worked at western universities. 

Kasenberg did not have a firm posi- 
tion in regard to the Constitutional 
Amendments. "Unfortunately, I am not 
well versed in S.I.R., I have no clear 
perceptions of what it entails. I believe 
that we should propose it to students on 
a ballot, then we would have a clear 
understanding of students' 
perceptions." 

Kasenberg supports the fee referen- 
dum, but not without reservations. 
"Until they can prove that every cent of 
every dollar is being used wisely in a 
responsible fashion, I don't see how they 
can ask for more money. 

On the RAEU referendum, he also 
has reservations, but would support the 
students' decision. 

Kasenberg firmly opposes military-' 
research at McGill. "There is no ques- 
tion as this research is being used for the 
destruction of human life."

The Tribune is a tabloid- 
sized newspaper with the purpose of Informing the members of the Students' Society about 
campus Issues, events and activities. The Editor-in-Chief shall appoint and supervise a large 
student staff of writers, editors, photographers and production people. Applicants must be- 
in Montreal during the last two weeks of August to prepare for the first issue during 
registration week in September. 



OLD McGILL - EDITOR-IN-CHIEF 

Old McCill Is the hard-cover, 350-page yearbook covering the entire school year. It will 
include photographs of all McCill graduates of that year as well as other relevant material 
as the Editor sees fit. The Editor shall appoint and supervise a large staff including writers, 
photographers, section editors and layout people. Applicants must be willing to attend a 
■ 3-day workshop in August. 



OMBUDSMAN 

This position, established by the Students' Society Constitution, serves as a means by 
which students can obtain help In cutting through McCill bureaucracy at all levels and to 
inform students of the proper channel to air grievances. The Ombudsman Is expected to 
keep regular office hours, familiarize him or herself with all levels of the University's 
administrative structure and to publicize this service to all members of the Students' 
Society. 



PROGRAM BOARD — CHAIRMAN 

The Students' Society and Student Services have Jointly centralized the major 
entertainment-oriented committees at McCill under one committee. This Includes 
Welcome Week, Activities Night, General Programs, the Speakers' Program and Winter 
Carnival. The Chairman of this cpmmittee will have general responsibility for the planning 
and carrying out of all of the above-named activities. He or she will also be Involved in the 
selection of students to fill the following additional positions on the board: Secretary, 
Treasurer, Vice-Chairman (Publicity), Vice-Chairman (General Programs), Vice-Chairman 
(Volunteers), Activities Night Coordinator, Welcorne Week Coordinator and Winter 
Carnival Coordinator. Applications for these positions will be called for in the near future. 
Only individual applications will be accepted for the position of Chairman.

Des millions d'européens iront 
aux urnes en Juin de cette année 
pour élire leurs représentants au 
Parlement Européen. 

Ce parlement, première institu- 
tion supranationale,(puisque ses 
membres sont élus au suffrage 
universel par tous les européens), 
siège onze mois sur douze à 
Strasbourg, et un mois à Bruxelles.

Le Premier Ministre René Léves- 
que a annoncé hier un important, 
remaniement de son cabinet 
ministériel. Entre autres, ce 
remaniement verra un anglophone 
assumer un poste ministériel, 
chose qui ne s'était jamais produite 
depuis la montée au pouvoir du 
Parti Québécois en 1976. 

Il a également scindé en deux 
l'important département des af- 
faires inter-gouvernementales, 
amorçant peut-être ainsi une 
réorientation draconienne de cet 
organisme. 

Pierre-Marc Johnson — qui, si 
l'on croit les rumeurs qui courent à 
son propos, serait l'éventuel suc- 
cesseur de Lévesque à la tête du 
Parti — deviendra en vertu de ce 
remaniement le nouveau Ministre 
de la Justice, responsable égale- 
ment pour les affaires canadiennes 
inter-gouvernementales. Bernard 



Landry, anciennement Ministre des 
Affaires Extérieures, assumera 
pour sa part le porte-feuille des 
relations internationales. 

Parmi les autres changements 
annoncés, notons que Robert 
Dean, qui fut pendant un certain 
temps directeur québécois du puis- 
sant syndicat des travailleurs dans 
le domaine de l'automobile, devien- 
dra le premier ministre anglophone 
nommé par le P.Q. en assumant le 
poste de Ministre du Revenu. 

Le plus Important changement 
apporté par ce remaniement a sans 
doute été le fait que Camille Laurin, 
architecte de la loi 101 ainsi que du 
projet de loi 40, portant sur la 
réforme de la structure des com- 
missions scolaires, s'est vu ôter le 
porte-feuille de l'éducation, qu'il 
détenait depuis l'arrivée au pouvoir 
du P.Q. en 1976.

Un autre député italien, Marco 
Panella, fait du bruit au parlement. 
J'ai assistée à un débat pendant le- 
quel on discutait des amendements 
proposés pour modifier un texte. Ils 
étaient tous signés: Marco Panella. 
Le président lisait: Amendement 
numéro 24. de M. Panella:«à la 
place de x, mettre y...» et il 
demandait le vote (à main levée, le 
vote électronique n'étant pas en- 
core installé). Excédé, un des 
parlementaire est intervenu et a 
demandé qu'on vote une fois pour 
toutes NON aux amendements de 
Panella! Ceci étant une proposition 
hautement anti-démocratique, le 
brouhaha dans la salle devint in- 
descriptible. Le président trancha 
en faisant valoir qu'étant dans une 
institution démocratique, M. 
Panella avait autant le droit qu'un 
autre de présenter des amende- 
ment. Et l'on continua à voter sur 
ses 5372 amendements, pendant 
qu'il déjeunait au restaurant des 
politiques à côté! (depuis il y a eu 
une règle d'établie pour limiter les 
amendements, ce qui fait qu'il n'y 
en a plus que quelques centaines). 

A part ces petits «incidents» qui

Verra- 
t-on comme aux Etats-Unis et 
ailleurs une vague conservatrice 



déferler en europe? Cette élection 
sera un bon repère pour les élec- 
tions à venir. Ceci d'autant que ce 
parlement n'ayant pas de pouvoir, 
les européens ne voteront pas 
■utile» comme cela se fait dans les 
élections nationales où l'on vote 
pour les partis ayant des chances 
de gagner et pas pour les 
minorités). Ils voteront pour l'idée. 
A voir donc les résultats des 
écologistes allemand - présent au 
parlement allemand - et les 
français, récemment unifié en un 
Parti Vert, et qui ont obtenu 4.6% 
aux dernières élections européen- 
nes. Ils auraient donc du avoir 
quatre députés mais il y avait une 
«barre» de 5% des votes à 
dépasser. On a donc donné un 
siège de plus à chaque grand parti ' 
français!

Non,' bien sûr, Hergé n'est pas 
mort. J'aurai beau me répéter qu'il 
est décédé le 3 mars 1983, il 
restera vivant dans un coin de mon 
coeur, et de tous ceux qui 
garderont une âme jeune, de 7 à 77 
ans. 

Hergé, George Rémi, G.R., 
R.G... Ce grand classique de la 
bande dessinée a "marqué" des 
générations de dessinateurs. Il 
nous a laissé une oeuvre riche, 
originale, reflétant autant son épo- 
que que son paysage intérieur. Il 
était donc parfaitement naturel 
qu'un maniaque d' Hergé, Benoît 
Peeters écrive un livre-hommage, 
Le monde d'Hergé, pour partager 
sa passion avec les autres (ans. 
Plus qu'un simple salut au p ere de 
Tintln, ce livre s'avère une petite 
mine d'or pour tout tlntlnophlle 
enragé: Illustrations abondantes, 
analyses profondes de l'oeuvre 
créatrice, publicitaire et graphique 
de Hergé, une biographie es- 
quissée avec chaleur. 

Et dans cet écrin de valeur, un 
bijou en prime: une Interview de 
Hergé. Celui-ci est un être 
habituellement assez réservé, plus 
enclin à parler de son travail que de 
lui. Cette fols-cl, Peeters nous offre 
une Interview unique où Hergé se 
confie, parle de son enfance, des 
épreuves de sa vie, de ses qualités 
et défauts. 

"Rlcklln m'a dit cette chose qui 
m'a beaucoup frappé: "Il faut tuer 
en vous le démon de la puretél" 
Pour mol, ça a étô un choc! Le 
démon de la pureté: c'était le 
renversement complet de mon 
système de valeurs. La prise de 
conscience n'a pas été sans 
mal.(„.) Je me suis accroché pour- 
tant- toujours comme un bon petit 
boy-scout..." 

Hergé nous parle aussi de sa 
conception de la BD ."Je trouve 
qu'en bande dessinée II faut tordre 
lecouàl'esthétlsme. Tant mieux si 
c'est beau, bien sûr, mais ce n'est 
pas le but à atteindre. Le but, à 
mon sens, c'est de raconter 
l'histoire de la manière la plus 
claire possible..." 

Peeters le démontrera 
amoureusement dans son livre. 
Non seulement II fera une analyse 
approfondie de chaque album Tin- 
tln et de ses métamorphoses, mais 
il poussera encore son Investiga- 
tion dans la technique narrative 
d'Hergé, les portraits de la grande 
"Famille de papier", et nous 
présentera enfin de savoureuses 



anecdotes comme la statuette de 
L'oreille cassée. 

Tintin, cet être aventureux, fit 
aussi des incursions du côté du 
cinéma et du dessin animé. Tintln 
et |es oranges bleues, ça vous dit 
quelque chose? Hergé et son 
Studio (d'où part la célèbre Ecole 
belge de BD) ont joui de l'énorme 
popularité de Tintln: publicités de 
toutes sortes (merchandising), 
jeux, Attraction de Walibi; Peeters 
nous en montre les réalisations les 
plus marquantes. 

L'auteur nous révèle de plus les 
autres créations de Hergé, comme 
Les exploits de Quick et Flupke, 
Totor ou Jo, Zotto et Jocko. Il 
recense les divers travaux 
publicitaires, illustrations de 
revues (Journal Tintln, Le 
vingtième etc.), les pastiches et 
plagiats. 

En guise de conclusion, Peeters 
nous fait entrer dans le Studio 
Hergé, fait parler les collaborateurs 
comme Jacques Martin (créateur 
de Alix) ou Bob de Moor. Un livre 
riche, fouillé, passionnant autant 
que passionné; un livre 
d'amoureux, pour mieux connaître 
Tintln et son papa.

Bretécher nous charme depuis 
déjà un bon bout de planche. Parmi 
ces charmes féminins si convaln- 
' cants, II. y a non seulement son 
perçant regard gris-clair mais II y a 
aussi sa célèbre Cellulite. Celle- 
ci, princesse niaise et plutôt 
.moche, fut le premier personnage 
de Bretécher à percer dans le 
monde alors très masculin de la 
B.D. Avant, bien sûr, il y eut Les 
Gnan-gnan et Les naufragés 
(Spirou) en plus de quelques 
broutilles maintenant passés à 
l'oubli mais c'est vraiment avec 
Cellulite (Pilote) que Bretécher 
réussira à s'imposer. Par la suite, 
Salades de saison (encore Pilote) 
confirmera les promesses en- 
trevues et Les frustrés, délectation 




hebdomadaire des lecteurs 
duNouvel observateur pendant plus 
de huit ans, seront le couronne- 
ment d'une gloire déjà acquise. 
Les français (et surtout les Intellos) 
adorent Bretécher, alors ça les 
amuse qu'elle se moquent de leurs 
travers. Et puis, comme disait 
l'autre:<moblllser un tel talent 
justifie d'exister". Bretécher, Ils 
en sont encore plus fiers que de 
Superdupont. 

Alors Claire Bretécher, monstre 
sacré de la-B.D.? Bien plus que ça: 
sociologue, portraitiste, Innovatrice 
(parait qu'elle fut la première à 
dessiner un zlzl dans Pilote. Si si.), 
et bien sûr, féministe. Ici, 
permettez-moi un calembour dont 
l'hilarité phénoménale n'a d'égale 
que sa signification A combien 
révélatrice: Claire voit clair (pas 
mal, non? J'avoue que je me suis 
forcé.). C'est cette lucidité qui lui 
permet de commenter avec une 
telle justesse notre monde bête- 
ment humain. 

Cette année donc, deux albums 
signés (et édités par)Bretécher: Le 
destin de Monique et Portraits. Le 
premier raconte une histoire in- 
vraisemblable et presque plausible 
tandis que le second ne raconte 
rien en tant que tel: il exprime. Pour 
ceux qui aiment les étiquettes 
(aussi restrictives qu'elles peuvent 
être), Portraits est un recueil de 
dessins sans ballons, une série de 
portraits dépeignant l'entourage 
immédiat de Bretécher: les co- 
pains, les parents, les proches 
quollDÛ à l'absence d'histoire et de 
ballons, ce livre se retrouve 
catalogué sous l'étiquette "livre 
d'art". Bretécher franchit donc Ici 
la ligne fragile qui sépare l'album 
B.D. et l'oeuvre de musée. Ligne 
fragile s'il en est, et qu'elle fran- 
chit d'un pas souple. Le résultat en 
est un recueil superbe où le dessin 



muet parle par le simple tracé de la 
ligne. On ne dira jamais assez à 
quel point le dessin de Bretécher 
respire le pathétisme. Regards per- 
dus, visages soumis, résignés à un 
destin Inévitable, la ligne est toute 
bretôchôrlenne: d'une sobriété 
trompeuse et d'un négligé 
minutieux. 

Ainsi en est-il pour Le destin de 
Monique. Ce qui semble à première 
vue être un dessin tiré à la hâte 
nous révèle au contraire que 
Bretécher a acquis une telle 
maîtrise du dessin qu'un simple 
froncement de sourcils est plus lo- 
quace qu'un album complet 
d'Achille Talon. Génie du trait, 
génie du verbe. Et l'histoire? Elle 
consiste en un regard sans préten- 
tions sur une société aux prises 
avec un modernisme grandissant. 
Cette fois-ci, Claire promène son 
' regard sarcastique et moqueur sur 
les généticiens sans-géne qui 
manipulent les embryons comme 
un enfant de la pâte .à modeler. At- 
tention! "Bretécher ne porte aucun 
jugement. Elle se contente 
d'observer, de fouiller du regard 
(regard d'un merveilleux gris-clair, 
dols-je le répéter), puis de coucher 
le tout sur papier. Morale? Aucune, 
sinon la vôtre. 

Deux albums donc: l'un B.D., 
l'autre de dessins. C'est-à-dire 
l'un avec et l'autre sans ballons. 
Tous deux reflets d'un regard gris- 
clair qui vous transperce jusqu'au 
coeur: Claire, on t'aime et tu nous 
le rends bien. Mais tu n'aimes pas 
les catalogues: sociologue, 
féministe, portraitiste, lequel 
finalement te décrirais le mieux? 
J'hésite entre deux: fabuleuse ou 
fabuliste? Et puis finalement, pour- 
quoi pas simplement. ..Claire 
Bretécher?

L'adieu à Pierre 



Le départ de Pierre Trudeau comme chef du gouvernement canadien signifie la fin d'une 
époque d'importance primordiale pour le Québec. 

Sa vision d'un Canada bilingue, de la place du Québec au sein de la Confédération et du 
role des minorités francophones et anglophone, ont stoppé la marée montante du na- 
tionalisme québécois. Il voulait convaincre les Québécois qu'ils avalent un rôle dans 
l'ensemble du Canada . 

L'Indépendance éventuelle du Québec qui semblait inévitable II y a dix ans est mainte- 
nant remise en doute. 

Pourtant l'ère Trudeau ne semble pas Odfinitive à l'égard du < débat national». Elle a pro- 
voqué avant tout une période transitoire de réflexion sur une nouvelle option qui n'était 
jadis pas considérée possible. 

Fn effet, la mise en oeuvre du Projet Trudeau demeure une question légitime. 

L'opposition farouche au fait français dans l'Ouest, l'absence des services provinciaux 
aux minorités francophones, le rapatriement de la constitution n'accordant aucun droit de 
véto au Québec, l'absence d'amendements constitutionnels substantiels sur le partage des 
pouvoirs témoignent de l'échec du rêve Trudeau qui promettait une place acceuillante aux 
Canadiens français et au Québec. 

Mais en toute équité, nous aurions de la peine à blâmer M. Trudeau pour ces promesses 
manquées. Vu les exigences que comporte la constitution canadienne les promesses de M. 
Trudeau ont été au delà de ce qui était légitimement de la compétence fédérale. M. Trudeau 
n'a jamais pu faire partager sa vision avec l'ensemble des dirigeants du Canada. Nous 
pouvons lui reprocher, donc, d'avoir promis ce qu'il n'avait pas le droit de promettre. •. 

Cependant sur la scène fédérale, quelques unes des initiatives de M. Trudeau ont été 
concrétisées en réalisations méritoires et qu'on ne saurait passer sous silence. - 

Err particulier, la Loi sur les langues officielles (1969) qui a mis sur un pied d'égalité le 
français et l'anglais dans toutes les institutions du gouvernement fédéral: Par cette loi a 
débuté tout le programme pour rendre bilingue la fonction publique fédérale, y compris la 
capitale fédérale, les compagnies de la couronne, les commissions de réglementation, etc. 
Pour la première fois, des Canadiens Français furent nommés aux grands postes économi- 
ques, exécutifs et administratifs, du gouvernement fédéral. De plus cette politique est en- 
châssée dans la nouvelle constitution (1982) au delà de la juridiction des gouvernements 
fédéraux ultérieurs. 

Certes l'oeuvre n'est pas achevée. Un minimum de persévérance est nécessaire afin de 
la mener à bien. Nous pouvons nous demander si les successeurs de M. Trudeau vont 
avoir le même zèle. 

Même en nous limitant à une situation stable, des effets Irréversibles de cette politique 
se font déjà sentir. 

. M. Mulroney. sans être même député au parlement, a battu le très populaire ancien 
ministre des finances John Crosbie à cause de l'incapacité de ce dernier à s'exprimer en 
français. Dans l'avenir personne ne gagnera lachefferie d'un parti •national» sans pouvoir 
s'exprimer dans les. deux langues. 

- Il y a maintenant 1 25 000 écoliers qui suivent des cours d'immersion en langue française 
dans les provinces anglophones et ce nombre continue d'augmenter rapidement. Le jour 
viendra-MI où tout(e) aspirant(e) aux postes dirigeants de toute institution, publique ou 
privée, ayant une nature «nationale» devra être bilingue? ' 

La vision du Canada de M. Trudeau est certainement généreuse et admirable. Elle est 
aussi très difficile à réaliser. 

Pendant l'ère Trudeau, la réflexion s'est portée principalement sur ce point. Son projet 
est-il utopique, Irréalisable? Cela comparé à l'accessibilité certaine de l'Indépendance 
québécoise. Avec ce dernier projet, tout se règle tellement facilement. Aucun bilinguisme 
nécessaire; deux pays distincts: le Québec serait unlllngue français, le Canada unllingue 
anglais. Le Québec aurait-Il enfin sa sécurité longtemps recherchée vis-à-vis des 240 
millions d'anglophones de l'Amérique du Nord. Enfin y a-t-il une menace actuelle à sa 
sécurité? 

Le jugement que portera l'Histoire sur Pierre Trudeau dépendra de la décision du peuple 
québécois quant à son propre destin. 

Si le Québec choisit l'option souverainiste, M. Trudeau sera considéré un homme qui, 
dépassé par les événements de son temps, aura sensiblement freiné I' affranchisement 
politique du Québec. Si le Québec trouve son avenir dans l'option fédéraliste, la ténacité In- 
fatigable et la vision prophétique de M. Trudeau ne sera pas oubliée par les Canadiens

La démocratie. Voilà bien un mot qui évoque en nous une joie indescriptible et une 
satisfaction ...imbue de complaisance. 

En effet, bien que nous soyons fiers de notre bel héritage démocratique; qui nous 
différencie bien de ces contrées lointaines, à la limite inférieure de la barbarie, cet idéal 
demeure en grande partie théorique. Une fols que nous nous voyons obligés de traduire 
cette théorie en praxis, l'édifice de nos illusions de nirvana démocratique commence 
dangereusement à chanceler.

Par l'entremise de ceux-ci, l'on nous accorde la possibilité 
d'élire ceux et celles qui, pendant toute une année, seront charges de gérer les fonds con- 
sidérables qui se composent des contributions, qui, à leur tour, sont issues de nos poches. 

De plus, les questions référendaires permettent aux corpus estudiantin dans son ensem- 
ble de donner son opinion collective sur des sujets d'actualité. Par exemple, cette année, 
l'on demandera aux étudiants de McGill de trancher sur les questions suivantes: l'univer- 
sité devrait-elle êlre close aux recherches militaires? Devrions nous choisir de nous rallier 
corps et âmes aux joyeux larrons du RAEU? Le Daily mérite-MI de recevoir une augmenta- 
tion de $1 par tête de pipe? (Soit dit en passant qu'il en aurait grandement besoin...). 

Un tel système de consultation auprès des étudiants devrait nous faire Jubiler, fervents 
partisans de la démocratie que nous sommes. Et pourtant, Il n'en est rien. Depuis des 
années, la participation estudiantine dans de tels scrutins frôle l'Insignifiance (à peine 
20%, et ce quand il ne fait pas trop mauvais dehors). 

Demeurerons-nous à jamais des démocrates théoriques? Perpétuerons-nous toujours la 
farce qu'est devenue le système des élections estudiantines? Il faudrait que dès demain, 
les étudiants de McGill se mettent à répondre vigoureusement non à ces questions.

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Les Aventures de M. Jones

Mort et enterré au cimetière de 
l'est, M. Jones était un ami de la 
fraternité humaine. A l'époque, il 
s'Impliqua ardemment contre les 
injustices sociales et II approuvait 
toute forme de révolution artisti- 
que. Dès son jeune âge, il écrivait 
des pensées, des poèmes et des 
nouvelles. Sa mère l'encourageait 
fortement en lui dictant des 
précieux conseils littéraires et, 
malgré les tumultueuses tempêtes 
de son père, Il persista à écrire. Il 
écrivait sur les murs de la chambre 
de bain, sur ses pantalons et, 
finalement, au journal du quartier. 
Il est devenu, en peu de temps, un 
écrivain de marque. On le citait 
partout et sa gloire lui procura une 
grande notoriété Intellectuelle.. 

Cette- reconnaissance lui permit 
d'obtenir un poste de critique ar- 
tistique. Il assistait aux grandes 
présentations théâtrales, mais. Il 
aimait davantage les concours de 
chant. Ainsi, il pouvait voir la 
montée de la médiocrité et déjà il 
préparait ses articles afin d'ac- 
cueillir les fausses notes que le 
public applaudirait. N'étant point 
mondain, M. Jones excusait tou- 
jours une mauvaise performance 
par diverses raisons et ainsi il est 
devenu le critique préféré des 
chanteurs et chanteuses à fausses 
notes. Cette étiquette ne le fâchait 
aucunement et il en riait de bon 
coeur et II s'amusait lors des en- 
tractes à rédiger de nouvelles 
pièces musicales avec les outils 
que lui donnaient généreusement 
les artistes Invités. 

Ses pièces furent reconnues 
rapidement et elles le dirigèrent 
vers le grand plateau de l'Or- 
chestre symphonlque. Légèrement 
intimidé par le prestige qu'on lui 
attribuait, Il vendit ses pièces à un 
jeune musicien qui connaissait à 
peine la gamme de do et II en fit un 
héros. Fatigué de cette vie trop 
calme, il entreprit une carrière 
d'écrivain professionnel. Il allait 
combattre l'impérialisme, l'absur- 
dité de l'existence fit revivre son 
enfance au milieu de ses crayons 
brisés et des feuilles colorées de 
beurre d'arachides. Son premier 
roman, publié en 1960, a connu un 
vif succès. IL s'Intitulait Maman 
était gauchiste. Cette histoire 
raconte les terribles bagarres de 
cuisine provoquées par l'utilisation 
du savon Joy. En effet, sa mère 
utilisait depuis déjà plusieurs 
années cette marque de savon et 
son père avait compris que celui-ci 
était le symbole de l'impérialisme 
américain et qu'il fallait à tout prix 
combattre ce liquide colonisant. " 
Cette résolution prise, sa mère 
adopta un regard critique contre la 
société qui l'entourait. 

Ce livre a été vendu a plus d'un 
million d'exemplaires aux États- 
Unis et Jones a été reconnu l'écri- 
vain de l'année. Sa photo a paru 
dans mille et un magazines et sa 
mère est devenue la femme de 
l'année de la revue Femmes au 
travail. 

Après plusieurs années de vie 
littéraire Intense, il décida d'af- 
fronter les plaies politiques de son 
époque et il est parti ,un bon matin, : 
en laissant une courte lettre dans 



laquelle il révélait qu'il voulait 
découvrir le monde, la réalité ex- 
térieure à la sienne. Bref, un 
message assez confus duquel 
plusieurs psychanalystes ont tenté 
de cerner les problèmes existen- 
tiels de monsieur Jones. Hélas! 
sans succès. Son voyage était 
tracé de la façon suivante: Il 
visiterait l'Amérique Latine en pas- 
sant par Cuba et il terminerait son 
périple au Vietnam. Bref, 
beaucoup d'action pour notre ami. 

Il avait toujours été fasciné par 
l'animation des guerres et il 
espérait en savoir davantage en 
étant près des lieux. Cette forma- 
tion militaire lui était drôlement im- 
portante car il songeait à une autre 
publication dont II connaissait déjà 
le titre: La Fureur de vivre. Ce 
roman serait publié en trois étapes 
dans lesquelles il retracerait les 
turbulences psychologiques d'un 
colonel d'infanterie. Les scènes se 
dérouleraient en plein coeur du 
Vietnam, au milieu des grenades et 
des champs de mines. Et 
d'ailleurs, il nous a laissé un brin 
d'entrevue: «Colonel, que pensez- 
vous de la guerre? -Je crois que 
cette guerre fera beaucoup de vic- 
times. —Vous y compris? —Cela 
m'étonneralt. Mon grand-père 




était un haut placé dans la hiérar- 
chie militaire et je pourrais dire 
modestement que j'ai hérité de 
cette place. —Que pensez-vous 
des Vietnamiens? -Ils sont très 
mous et cette mollesse leur sera 
catastrophique. Nous avons prévu 
des grenades explosives à retarde- 
ment et nous serons à même d'ap- 
précier leur volatilité.» Mal- 
heureusement, l'entrevue s'est in- 
terrompue subitement à cause de 
circonstances incontrôlables. 
Nous avons appris, quelques 
années plus tard,' que le colonel 
avait eu droit à un service militaire 
exemplaire et qu'il fut décoré de la 
'Légion d'honneur. Ce décès a af- 
fecté notre ami Jones et, d'ailleurs, 
Il en a toujours souffert. Cette ren- 
contre a éveillé chez lui une sorte 
de conscientlsatlon anti-militaire. 
Il condamnerait les conflits qui ani- 
ment le monde entier et il brûlerait 
tous ses livres de conquérants: 
Napoléon, Hitler, Drapeau, 
Trudeau et Bourassa. 

A la fin des années soixante-dix, 
M. Jones est devenu un grand 
mystique. Il lisait, tous les matins, 
une phrase de l'Évangile et il 
réfléchissait toute la journée sur 
cette illumination de l'esprit. Sa 
femme le reconnaissait à peine. Il 



ne mangeait que des fines herbes 
et ii buvait une tisane que même un 
chien n'aurait osé goûter. Il ne 
recevait que le soir et il se couchait 
au lever du soleil. Ses habitudes 
devenaient de plus en plus 
étranges, ses amis s'en méfiaient, 
et sa femme prétextait diverses 
raisons pour s'en éloigner. Cette 
solitude ne semblait pas le troubler 
outre mesure. Au contraire, il 
savourait le chant des oiseaux et il 
aurait croqué dans les épais rayons 
du soleil. Jones était un homme 
comblé! Il n'attendait plus le bruit 
des voitures qui frôlaient sa fenêtre 
et le cri des enfants qui réveillaient 
le quartier au complet et, déjà, il 
pensait à la libération métaphysi- 
que. 

Un jour, alors qu'il n'attendait 
personne, un curé lui rendit visite. 
Il l'accueillit avec générosité et 
ouverture d'âme.
